You may have a charm ing, well-designed house, the envy of all your 
friends, and still be dissatisfied with it because it doesn't contain quite 
enough space for the comfort of your fam ily. Perhaps i f s a bedroom 
you need for the boys, a playroom for all the chil­ 
dren, or a quiet spot for reading and study, and you 
ju st don’t know what to do about it. Basem ent bed 
room s don’t appeal to you, or your basem ent may 
already be taken up with a heater room and a lau n ­ 
dry. But have you thought about converting the attic 
into a livable room ? Most houses built tw enty or 
m ore years ago have an attic, for then an attic was 
considered just as im po rtant as a fro n t door. 


The attic can be made into a livable room by 
merely applying wall board to the inside of the wall 
studs and lining the pocket* thus formed with some 
insulating m aterial th a t conies in b att form . The 
ceiling m ay be allowed to run up into the peak of the 
roof, or a new false ceiling may be hung as shown in 
the "before” and " a f te r” pictures in this column. Any 
one of a num ber of wallboard.-; may be used for this 
purpose. Most of them are produced 
with a sufficiently interesting te x ­ 
ture so th a t they need no fu rth e r decorating unless you 
wish. The joint 
formed w here two boards m eet may be concealed by a wood strip painted 
to m atch the woodwork, or 
scaled with a band of tape. 
Then, if you desire, they may 
be painted or even covered 
with wallpaper. Low book­ 
shelves may be built into 
the wall to make practical 
use of the space running 
hack under the eaves, or, if 
this is needed fo r storage, 
cupboards may be installed 
there. If the space is to serve 
as a bedroom, flanging closets 
m ay be built on either side 
of the end window, with a 
window seat between them. 
Then the walls and ceiling 
tot 
may be covered in a 
s m a ll - p a tt e r n e d f lo w e r e d 
w allpaper. With white ruffled 
curtains at the windows, and 
plain chintz for the window 
seat cushion and an easy 
chair, it is possible to achieve 
an attractive room a t low 
cost. 


Most attics have windows in the end walls w here the roof goes to a 
peak, but if not, it is not a difficult m atter to install them . Sometim es 
dorm er windows are needed. These may be installed by m aking a hole 
i n t h e r o o f 
through which 
the dorm er can 
p r o j e c t.
